Power Line Interference

Are you at the end of your rope with | 


"line noise" interference to your ama-— 
teur receiver? Most electric utility 


companies have special teams to work on | 


these problems and should be contacted. 


Noisy electric power lines and other 


transmission equipment are considered 


incidental radiation devices," and 
power companies must comply with Part 
15.25 of the FCC Rules which states: 
"Operating requirements: Incidental 
radiation device. An incidental radi- 
ation device shall be operated so the 
radio frequency energy emitted does 
not cause interference. In the event 
harmful interference is caused, the 
operator of the device shall promptly 
take steps to eliminate the harmful 
interference," 


So if you have line noise what steps | 
should you take? Since you are an ama-— 


teur and therefore an experimenter, 
help yourself. Start by rotating your 
beam to try to locate the general di- 
rection the interference is coming 
from, 

Next, obtain a general coverage re- 
ceiver and rig up a loop antenna. If 
possible the receiver should have a 
| field strength meter, Now by walking 

up and down the street or streets in 
| your area you should be able to locate 
| the pole or poles that create the in= 
terference, 
! Note — Noises of this sort often 
| disappear during wet weather so it's 
| best to check on cold, dry, winter 
| days. 
Now it's time to put in a call to 


| your electric utility and ask to talk to :

| can furnish address, pole or pole num—
